IT was in the year 1891 that our 
revered Founder— General "Wil- 
liam tBooth— on the occasion of 
his visit to Sooth Africa, dedi- 
cated the pioneer party for the 
*mlds ,J of Znlularid. 
: The site granted to The Salvation 
Army by the Zuhiland Government 
is on the top of a- hill overlooking 
the Amatikulu River.

They were a splendid-looking 
company physically. How they lis- 
tened.' How their sparkling eyes 
shone as they steadfastly loosed on 
ihe "abafiindisi" (Officers) I What 
hopes regarding them possessed us! 

At the close of th&t memorable; 
meeting I &fr!ted if thsre were any 
,.who wishtd to, give themselves to 
this Jesus of Whom we had, been 
talking. Immediately^ two young 
.men stood up and said: "Yeho, s: 
M funa ujesu." (Yes, " wc want 
Jer^s.) They came to the front and 
knelt, not at a Penitent Form (for 
there WAS none), but at the Peni- 
tents* Place. Imagine the joy that 
filled our- hearts at the sight of 
these, our first-fruits. 

What Became ol tliem? One is 
our well-known and respected com- 
rade, Adjutant Mbambo Matunjwa, 
Vfha has hecome the spiritual father 
Of thousands of- souls. Tbe other is 
not so widely known, but is revered 
by all who have come in contact 
with him for his noble, holy life and 
faithful spirit. He is Envoy Moses 
"Mapumulo. 

These two converts were the first 
of many others who followed their 
example, Soon we had some others 
who professed -Salvation.

Shortly afterwards 
w* had th* great joyof securing, two 
important captures; It was in this

out in oar nrsi Ti*ctjn5 ■«« «*^ ' 
day to go to Johannesburg to work 
for the taxes. There WW no rail- 
way to the "GoMcn City" then, SO 
they walked the five hundred miles 
to it. One, Mbambo,'- had lately- 
been married. After he had been a 
time absent, a leHweame from him 
to his youiig wife. We wer* busily 
working at tbe making .of bricks for 
our buildings when, one day, we saw 
a woman 'and boy coming towards 
the brick field. They proved to be 
Mbambo's wife and younger bro- 
ther. She handed me a letter to 
read, and these were its contents:— 

"You know I gave myself to God 
before I left for Johannesburg. I- 
have got much peace 1 and joy from 
■God. I wish you to get it. Go to 
the MfundisTand he will teH yon 
what to do. I, your husband, wno 
paid dowry of many, cattle for yon, 
tell you to take my younger bro- 1 
ther Nscngetsha with you; yotrarc'- 
both to get this Salvation." 

The.wift, Nonutanp, said: "I 
have come to you, as he commands' 
me, with his brother What. Are we 
to do?" What a glorious sight this, 
.was to us— the poor heathen wo- 
man, fixing 11s with her intense eyes,' 
and the heathen lad (both of them 
lie-a'rly nude) obaying ■ their protec- 
tor and coming thus to seek Salva- 
tion Surely the angels who sang 
the songs of praise must have rejoic- 
ed again this' day, 1. 

We left the making \of bricks and 
turncu to the saving uf uolib, um&, 
although we did not know it at the 
time, we were securing two splen- 
did Salvation Army. Officers, Mrs, 
Adjutant Mbamfo has. been a wor- 
thy mate to her husband, while the 
boy Msciigctshi;is now Ensign Mai- 
tunjwa of the Natal and Zulu 
(North) Division. 

Thcst eftrly conversions led to the 
Salvation nf the parents of the Ma- 
tunj'waSj both of whom had^been 
witch doctors. They fought for 
years a good fight. The mother has 
been promoted to Glory; the father 
(now old and feeble) ■ waits . for. the 
"lowering of the chariot.".

CONDUCTS HELPFUL AND INTERESTING SERIES OF 

MEETINGS AT RHODES AVE.— LIEU T.-COL. AND MRS. 

BOND FAREWELL— FIFTEEN SOULS 



IN anticipation of large crowds 
being attracted by 'the visit of 
the Commissioner and Staff 
Band to the Rhodes Avenue dis- 
trict of Toronto, Captain Bosher 
(the Officer in charge) had hired 
thc Greenwood Theatre for thc day. 
Biting cold weather prevailed, but 
in spite of this thc attendances were 
very satisfactory, especially at night, 
wncn the Hall was practically filled. 

The meetings can he described as 
inspiring, interesting, arid helpful — 
the spiritual atmosphere being red- 
hot. To every one's regret, Mrs. 
Commissioner Richards was unable 
to bc present as announced — she 
being confined to the house with an 
attack of grippe. 

The results of the day's meetings 
may bc summed up in a paragraph 
as a stimulus and cheer to the local 
comrades, and fifteen souls at the 
Mercy Scat. 

In the morning meeting i.hc 
Commissioner's topic was. "Joy." 
The real, permanent source of nil 
true joy is God, he emphasized again 
and again, by means of illustrations 
and reasoning. We may suffer sor- 
row, loss, and bereavement, but the 
joy of th(* I,r»rd remains, deep* and 
placid. It is our strength at atl 
times. 

He went on to point out th.1t 
God gives people joy in order that 
they may use it in His service. "Tiic 
reason some people have not more 
joy in tlicir religion," lie said, "is 
because they haven't used Uic bit 
God gave them at first. Thus theiT 
strength has evaporated, and they 
go about mourning and complaining 
that they arc such weak Christians." 

This reminds us of the man who 
came to a new pastor, and said: 
"Well, I hope you will feed us well." 
The pastor, who had already sized 
Uic good brother up hi bis mind, re- 
plied dryly, "What you want, bro- 
tlicT, is not more food, but exer- 
cise." 

Thc lesson that thc Commissioner 
drove home was along thjpjinc, a 
lesson that can be summed up in 
thc phrase, "God doesn't give any- 
body anything to waste." The meet-- 
ing concluded with a general con- 
secration for the express purpose oi 
pushing forward thc Young People's 
Campaign. 

* * * 

The Staff Band rendered a very 
pleasing programme in the after- 
noon, musical and vocal selections 
following one another. 

The special feature of thc meet- 
ing, however, was the farewell of 
Lieut.- Colonel and Mrs. Bond. The 
Commissioner paid a striking tribute 
to.thc Colonel's worth as an Editor 
and to Mrs. Btmdjs saintly charac- 
ter. [Sec Front Page,] 

Colonel Bond then rose to give his 
last public address in Toronto. He 
expressed his gratitude to the Com- 
missioner for his kind words, and 
said his one desire was to be worthy 
of measuring itp to the full stature 
of a man in Christ Jesus. He was 
particularly pleased at farewchiug 
from Rhodes Avenue Corps,assomc 
four years ago his eldest daughter 
was stationed there, and Iiu recol- 
lected many pleasant Sundays spent 
wiiii ihe cwmraucs. 

He went on to speak of various 
experiences in his long career as an 
Officer connected "with farewells. 
He referred to his farewell from sin 



and old companions, his farewell 
from his native Corps for the Train- 
ing College, and his farewell from 
Canada a few years ago. 

"Now the time has arrived for us 
to travel on again," he said, "and 
we go with the consciousness that 
God is with us. It is His Presenec 
that makes our Heaven. Wherever 
wc have' hecn we have lcanicd to 
love the country and thc people and 
it is always with a pang uf regret 
.that we say good-bye. But our sen- 
timents are well expressed in thc 
lines of an Army song, 'If Jesus goes 
with me, I'll" go anywhere.* This 
time wc arc going away under cir- 
cumstances entirely new, in that we 
arc leaving our three children be- 
hind. But wc have committed our- 
selves and loved- ones to Gud and 
have confidence that all is for the 
best." 

Thc 'Colonel concluded by draw- 
ing a striking parallel between the 
voyage to Australia and every one's 
journey over the ocean of time. 
"May you all," lie said, "have the 
experience of the old sailor, who, 
when lie lay dying, heard thc doc- 
tor SAy, 'lli'i niitkiilg.' Opening hid 
eyes he said, 'You're wrong, doctor, 
the old barque's not sinking; the 
Pilot's on board, and is taking her 
safe into the Heavenly Harbour!'" 

The Staff Band then played a spe- 
cial farewell tunc, which ended up 
with "Auld Lang Sync," the coiiRrc- 
gatton singing the words of "O God, 
out help in ages past" to it, at the 
Commissioner's request. 



In making announcements at thc 
night meeting, Brigadier Bell (Divi- 
sional Officer of thc Training Col- 
lege Division) gave several interest- 
ing little facts about thc Corps.

* The retiring Editor, Lieut.rColonel " 
Bond, is-. well acquainted with Bri- 
gadier Sandall, whom. "he met in 
South Africa and London, and he 
faas supplied us with the following 
information as to his abilities and 
career. He says: — . 

"Brigadier Sandall has consider- 
able ability and great love for edi- 
torial work — characteristics which 
may, be 'in the blood," as the late 
Mr. Thomas .Walker, for some time 
editor of the London 'Daily News,* 
and later 1 o_f the London 'Gazette,^ 
was his grcar unci?; while his™ 
grandfather on the mother's dide 
was a newspaper proprietor, and the 
editor of various papers in North- 
ampton and district, 

"It Is, therefore, not a matter for 
Surprise that, coming from such a 
journalistic strain, tlie Brigadier 
should gravitate into the editorial 
chair of an_Army 'War Cry.' 

"In 183(5 his parents, who were 
living in I.ondorij were attracted to 
Tbe Army by the first International 
Congress, and became Salvationists, 
A year later Robert left school and 
started his Salvation Army career in 
tbe office of the Candidate's Depart- 
ment at the Congress Hall. He was 
a member of the old Junior Staff 
Band. . 

"In June, 1889,- his parents rc- 
■ moved to Australia, and young 
Sandall was transferred to the Mel- 
bourne Headquarters, 

"His musical attainments gained 
him a place in the famous Australian 
Guards' Band, and he travelled ex- 
tensively in Australia in connection 
with that organization. For the nc:,t 
twelve or thirteen years he he'd 
. secretarial positions at Melbourne 
Headquarters, and was then ap- 
pointed Pilvafe Secretary lu l\,ii 
Commissioner of .that Territory. 
Tliis position afforded him consid- 
erable opportunities for the exercise 
and development of his literary 
powers. 

"In 1902 tie was transferred from 
Australia to South Africa in the 
capacity of ^Private Secretary to the 
Commissioner, and ahout two years 
later was appointed Editor of the 
South African ..'War Ctv.' From 
thence he went to London, where, 
for several years, he has been sub- 
Editor of the British 'War Cry.'".
